To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  toi 
1968. 

The  estimated  population  for  1968  was  13,120,  an  increase  of 
200  over  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population, 
i.e.,  the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  was  158. 

During  the  year  under  review  265  live  births  were  registered, 
a  decrease  of  eight  compared  with  1967.  The  Birth  Rate  was  20.19 
per  1,000  population.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  national 
rate  of  17.2  per  1,000  population. 

The  illegitimate  births  totalled  19,  one  less  than  in  1967,  and 
this  represents  7.16  per  cent  of  the  total  live  births,  compared  with 
6.57  per  cent  for  the  whole  county,  figures  for  England  and  Wales 
not  being  available. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  all  infants  per  1,000  live  births, 
stands  at  22.64  compared  with  a  rate  of  16.31  for  the  county,  and 
18.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

However,  when  the  Illegitimate  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000 
illegitimate  births  is  considered,  it  will  be  noted  that  it  stands  at 
52.63,  compared  with  the  county  level  of  21.99,  or  more  than 
double.  The  Legitimate  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  20.32  for  the 
year.  Or  in  other  words,  more  than  5  out  of  every  hundred  illegiti¬ 
mate  babies  die,  for  2  out  of  every  hundred  legitimate  infants. 

Such  figures  clearly  illustrate  that  even  in  the  so  called  per¬ 
missive  society,  the  illegitimate  infant,  and  by  inference,  the  un¬ 
married  mother,  are  severely  handicapped,  and  subjected  to  severe 
discrimination  in  our  society,  and  this  discrimination  is  no  less 
pernicious,  and  a  denial  of  acceptance  equivalent  to  racial  dis¬ 
crimination  in  its  subtlest  forms,  but  with  no  opportunity  for 
redress  through  a  Race  Relations  Board. 

A  step  towards  reducing  the  overall  problems  associated  with 
illegitimacy  would  be  to  make  family  planning,  and  contraceptive 
advice,  equally  available  to  the  unmarried  over  16,  as  well  as  to 
the  married,  at  family  planning  clinics  throughout  the  country. 
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Whilst  marriage  means  the  acceptance  of  additional  respon¬ 
sibilities,  it  certainly  bestows  no  additional  rights  on  individuals, 
least  of  all  the  right  to  adopt  a  conspiracy  of  silence  against  the 
unmarried  on  questions  relating  to  their  education  on  family 
planning,  and  contraception. 

Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  107  (62  male,  and  45  female), 
six  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Heart  Disease  in  its  various  varieties  heads  the  list  as  the  most 
frequent  cause  of  death,  closely  followed  by  Cancer,  and  then 
Bronchitis. 

There  is  an  increasing  trend  amongst  the  public  nowadays  to 
consider  that  Tuberculosis  is  amongst  the  diseases  which  are  virtually 
extinct  in  this  country.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth, 
and  to  further  disillusion  those  whose  thoughts  travel  along  such 
lines,  4  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  recorded  during  1968, 
and  regrettably,  and  tragically,  one  mother  died  of  this  disease. 

On  this  note,  the  value  of  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 
by  the  use  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  on  school  children  obviously  cannot 
be  overstated. 

In  this  sphere,  parental  responsibility  is,  indeed,  a  heavy  one, 
but  teenage  school  children  on  whom  the  vaccination  is  mostly 
done,  all  too  readily  find  excuses  for  escaping  vaccination.  In 
1968,  187  children  were  given  parental  approval  for  them  to  be 
vaccinated  against  tuberculosis,  92  were,  in  fact,  skin  tested,  eleven 
found  positive  and  only  62  were  eventually  vaccinated.  In  other 
words  some  114  children  despite  parental  wishes  to  the  contrary, 
escaped  vaccination  by  convenient  absence  for  one  reason  and 
another.  Some  of  these  defaulters  are  brought  into  the  net  eventu¬ 
ally,  but  too  many  leave  school  completely  unprotected,  and  the 
way  is  paved  for  some  of  them,  in  the  future,  to  contract  what 
could  be  a  prolonged,  and  essentially  preventable  illness. 

I  would  also  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Wombell, 
your  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  sound  guidance,  and  close 
co-operation,  to  Miss  Harpham  for  her  willing  help  at  all  times, 
and  to  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  interest,  and  support  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  health,  and 
well-being  of  the  people  of  Warsop.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk 
some  250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is 
constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  somewhat  hard. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby  and  all  houses  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  farm 
which  obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep  spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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One  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  on  the

Frequent  inspections  of  all  food  premises  were  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  twenty-one 
premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  con¬ 
ditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  eleven  swabs  were  taken  from 
beer  glasses  at  licensed  premises,  drinking  glasses,  plates,  and  fcrks, 
at  school  kitchens,  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory,  except 
three  (from  two  licensed  premises,  and  a  school  kitchen).  Follow-up 
swabs  were  taken  at  these  three  premises,  and  were,  eventually, 
reported  to  be  satisfactory.

Eleven  samples  were  examined  for  Brucella  Abortus  by  ring 
test,  three  of  which  were  found  to  be  positive  and  eight  negative. 

The  three  positives  were  further  examined  for  brucella  abortus 
by  animal  inoculation,  two  of  them  were  found  to  be  positive  and 
one  negative.

There  are  29  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice-cream.  28  of 
these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  one  for  manu¬ 
facture,  storage  and  sale. 

In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50  per  cent  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall 
into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20  per 
cent  into  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Three  water-ice  lollipop  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  eight  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955.
